Setting’ Forth How Grown-Folk Can 
Help the Country School 
(Douglas Field in the Banker-Farmer) 
‘It all the farm mothers and fathers 
were stood in a long row-—-what 4 
row that would be!—and asked how 
often they visited their nearest rural 
school, how qo you think the answer 

would show up? 

If the men and women in this line 
who hadn't visited a school last year 
were asked to sit dowy, how many do 
you suppose would remain standing? 

These are things to think about. 

Education is the most important: 
gift a child can receive. It is the one 
gift that makes all others valuable. 
And statistics show that the average 
country child gets ‘early all the educa- 
tion he ever will get in the rural 
school—the crossroads 
not more than three or four miles, 
at most, from your door, Mr. and Mrs. 
Farmer. , 

What do you know about the school 
room, aside from the fact that it is 
painted red or gray on the outside 
and that you once attended a meeting 
there when Professor Somebody spoke 
on “The Decline of Culture,” or drank 
in its stuffy airy one “closing day” 
‘steen years ago? 

What do you know about the teach- 
er who there is instructing your boys 
and «girls, or your neighbor's, in the 
very elementals of usefulness and 
right actions and courtesy? 

Do you, of your personal knowledge, 
know that teacher is doing these 
things? 

Are you acquainted with the 
tue building is heated and ventilated? 

Do you know what sort of light 

» falls on the desks,—whether it is cal- 
culated to help the children or ruin 
their eyesight? 

Have you ever taken the trouble to 
go around at recess time to see how 
sand where and what , the children 
play? Or whether they play at all? 

To begin with, maybe you are not 
aware that your ability to answer 
these questions gauges your 
motherhood and fatherhood and your 


good citizenship, It does, neverthe- 
less. If is one of your first duties to 


know what is going on in the school- | 


house; how the teacher manages and 
leads and guides; what provision is 
made for. the health, comfort and safe- 
ty of the children. , 

Even the most earnest and enthus- 
jastic teachers will sort of slow down 
in their efforts to do good work ‘if 
they see no signs of interest or co-

“Two years ago the American Medi- | 
cal association appointed a commit- 
tee to co-operate With a similar com- 
mittee of the National Education as- 
sociation in an investigation of public 
schools as regards health and hy- 
giene. After a preliminary survly of 
the fleld, occupying the first year, it 
was decided that, contrary to popular 


belief, the rural school was more in| 


need of attention and assistance thaa- 
the city school; and a careful survey 
was immediately started, which in- 
cluded a detailed study of special 
districts in. the, east and south, as 
well as geheral investigations which 
gathered statistics from evety state 
in the Union. 

“While the work of the committee 
is only begun, enough has been learn- 
ed to-show that the sanitary condition 
of rural schools is not nearly so sat- 
isfactory as was generally supposed. 


Dr. T. D. Wood, chairman of the edu- | 


cation committee, recently described 
in detail the results of the investiga- 
tion to date, and a review of this re- 
port in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association contains some 
striking facts for the people of rural 
communities to think about. 
Dr. Wood gives a few specific in- 
stances in proof of the general pro- 
* position that the country school child 
is from 15 to 20 per cent. more de- 
fective than the city child. In Penn- 
sflvania a study of 1,831 rural school 


districts was made, and the health of | 
districts was | 


the children in these 
contrasted with the health of the 
school children in Harrisburg, Pitts- 
burg and Altoona. The percentage of 
defective children in Altoona was 69 
per cent., in Pittsburg 72.2 per cent., 
while in‘*the rural 

the aggregate of defective children 
amounted to 75 per cent. This means 
that three-fourths of the 294,427 coun- 
try school children in Pennsylvania 
ave in need of special care and treat 
ment, while even in New York City 
only 72 per cent. of the children are 
at all defective.” 


Reviewing this situation, the Jour: | 


nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion recently said: 

“The results of this survey of rural 
schools cannot fail to shatter some 
of our previously conceived views re- 
varding rural conditions, and at the 
same time to point out the remedy. 


Not one state in five today provides | 


for its country school children, In 
most of the cities some kind of super- 
vision and care of school children is 
maintained, but rural schools have 
so far been left very largely to shift 
for themselves. 

“The welfare of our country,’ says 
Dr. Wood, ‘depends on no factor more 
indispensable, more vital, than the 
welfare of our rural life. Our finest 
cfops -are our children. The farmer 
does not see this truth. If he did, he 
would rise up and demand state pro- 
tection for his youngsters—a more im- 
portction matter than tariff regula- 
tion.’” . ; 

Yes, how is he farmer going to ris 
up and make. these, demands unless he 
has personal knowledge of the condi- 
tions that exist and as they exist?

Dise-Harrow for 
/ Non-Blowing Soil 


(By F. B. Linfield, Superintendent of
